Bituminous Operators and Miners 
Sign New Agreement; Community 
Greets Settlement With Satisfaction 


Both Factions Seem Gratified 

at Peaceful Settlement 

of Dispute 

A wave of satisfaction swqpt 
through Coleman and other 
Pass towns late on Monday eve¬ 
ning of this week when the news 
was broadcast that the Bitum¬ 
inous operators and District 18 
had come to an agreement on 
the contract for the coming^ 
year. The average Coleman 
miner, in particular, seemed to 
be completely satisfied with the 
final results of the long drawn 
out negotiations. A veteran con¬ 
tract miner appeared to be voic¬ 
ing the reactions of the major¬ 
ity when he remarked to the 
Journal, “There wasn’t any is¬ 
sue in this year’s dispute worth 
striking for. I could smell a set¬ 
tlement coming three weeks ago. 
You can feel a strike in the air. 
It just wasn’t there this year”. 

A prominent business man 
contacted by the Journal re¬ 
marked, “The signing of the 
agreement will remove the “Iron 
Blanket” of apprehension that 
has covered normal activities, 
both in the social and business 
life of the community. 


BITUMINOUS MINES 
TO INCREASE LEVY 
FOR. WELFARE FUND 

With one slight variation, the 
Western Canada Bituminous 
Coal Operators’ Association on 
Monday reached an agreement 
with the United Mine Workers 
of America, District 18, like that 
signed last week by the Domes¬ 
tic Coal Operators’ Association. 

The agreement affects 5,500 
miners in Alberta and British 
Columbia and settles a dispute 
which opened Jan. 6 and has 
been dead-locked for some 
weeks. 

Under this new agreement, 
the Bituminous Coal Operators 
have agreed to increase their 
contribution to the welfare and 
retirement fund from Ave cents 
to 15 cents a ton, as did the Do¬ 
mestic Coal Operators last week. 

No Flat Rate 

But the Bituminous Operators 
have not followed the Domestic 
Operators in incorporating the 
flat rate portion of contract 
miners wages with the contract 


rates. 

The announcement which fol¬ 
lowed a two-day discussion be¬ 
tween the parties, was made 
late Monday night in a joint 
statement issued by W. C. Whit¬ 
taker, secretary of the Bitum¬ 
inous Operators Association, 
and Angus Morisson, secretary- 
\ treasurer of the union. 

: This said: “An agreement was 
^reached between representatives 
of the Western Canada Bitum- 
" inous Coal operators Association 
and the Policy Committee of the 
United Mine Workers of Amer¬ 
ican, District 18, late this after¬ 
noon. The agreement is for one 
* year and is on the same basis as 
that signed last week with the 
Domestic Coal Operators of 
Western Canada. 

To Pay Benefit 

“It provides for the payment 
of 15 cents a ton to the welfare 
and retirement fund of District 
18, and some clarification of 
ithe holiday with pay agreement, 
f “The $5.17 flat rate portion of 
(contract miner’s earnings will 
Icontinue to be paid as in the 
ipast, and is not incorporated in 
the contract rates.” 

The old agreement expired 
last Wednesday midnight and 
since then the bituminous min¬ 
ers have continued working un¬ 
der that agreement, 
f On Jan. 6 the union first pre¬ 
sented its demands to the two 
coal operators associations for 
abolition of the contract system 
in favor of a straight day wage 
of $14.05 for miners, timbermen. 
and other workers employed at 
the working face. 

Compromise 

On Jan. 27, both parties de¬ 
cided not to continue negotia¬ 
tions on these lines because of 
each party’s inability to accept 
the other’s requests. 

The union replaced these de¬ 
mands with a new list to revise 
contract rates. Talks were re¬ 
sumed on Feb. 7, but broke down 
on Feb. 11. The principal de¬ 
mand then was an Increase 
from five cents a ton to 20 cents 
a ton in the operators’ contribu¬ 
tion to the welfare fund. 

Agreement was reached with 
the Domestic Coal Operators 
only a few hours before its one- 
year term was due to expire

Mr. White is an 
original member of the first per¬ 
manent Board and while he may 
possible not seek re-election 2 
years hence he is now assured 
the honor of being a Board 
member when the hosiptal is 
officially opened, presumably 
in March.

Last year brought 125,414 immi¬ 
grants to Canada. That’s the largest 
number for any year since 1929, and 
almost twice as many as 1947, when 
64,127 entered. 

Where did they come from? What 
'part of Canada did they settle in? 
Mines and Resources Minister James 
A. MacKinnon gave the following 
breakdowns to Commons recently: 

Of the 125,414 immigrants during 
1948, 46,057 came from the British 
Isles, and 7,381 from the United 
States. Immigrants from northern 
European races numbered 16,957, in¬ 
cluding 10,169 Dutch. Other races 
contributed 55,019 new Canadians, 
the largest individual groups being 
13,799 Poles and 10,011 Ukrainians. 

Western provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and British 
Columbia received a total of 34,470 
immigrants.

Ontario .61,621 

Quebec . 24,687 

British Columbia . 11,918 

Alberta .9,715

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Farm Credit 


CREDIT IS AN IMPORTANT FACTOR in the operation ot any busi¬ 
ness and often the need for funds to purchase new equipment, to extend 
property holdings or to introduce some new feature is vital to the success 
of an establishment. It has frequently been said that farmers have as great 
a need for satisfactory credit facilities at certain periods as have the oper¬ 
ators of other types of businesses, but that they haye not always been able 
to secure funds for carrying on their work as readily as have operators of 
other enterprises. For the past nineteen years the Canadian Farm Loan 
Board, a- Dominion government agency, has loaned money to farmers for 
refinancing existing loans, to make improvements, erect buildings, purchase 
livestock and to pay operating expenses. 

The maximum amount for a first mortgage under 
Trend Toward this plan is $5,000, and for a second mortgage, 
I rne Farm* $1,000. These loans are repayable over a period of 
Large ra f rom fiye tQ t wen ty.fi ve y ears by equal yearly or 

half yearly payments. Since 1929, Canadian farmers have borrowed $60,- 
728,957 and of this amount, $37,069,120 was repaid at the end of March, 
1948, when the last report was made. At the present time, $22,500,000 is 
invested in farm mortgages of this type. One-third of the money now on 
loan has been used for buying additional farm land, while a few years agq, 
less than 10 per cent, of the loans were used for that purpose. This was 
taken to indicate a trend toward the establishment of larger farms, espe¬ 
cially in the prairie provinces. 

While this plan has been of great assistance to many 
Amounts Are farmers, the amounts of the loans are not large, 
Not Larne and man y havc had t0 seek credit from other 

* sources. In a recent address given at the Farm and 

Home Week, held at the University of Saskatchewan, Professor H. Van 
Vliet, head of the farm management department, discussed some aspects 
of the problem of farm credit. He stressed the importance of using such 
credit wisely and carefully, but he also stated that the small amount of 
capital which is available to farmers has made farming less efficient than 
other industries. Lack of available credit, he said, had created a situation 
in which 85 per cent, of the total production is carried on by 50 per cent, 
of the farmers, showing that many farms are not producing efficiently. 
More credit, at cheaper rates, was suggested by Professor Van Vliet as a 
means of increasing production and of encouraging small farmers to own 
their own land and to increase the efficiency of their operations. In view 
of the importance of farming at present, when there is a world-wide short¬ 
age of food, and of the place which agriculture holds in our national econ¬ 
omy, it would seem desirable that farmers should not be required to oper¬ 
ate at a disadvantage in the matter of having access to facilities for neces¬ 
sary credit.

Percheron To Stand In Alberta 


A LBERTA Percheron breeders, 
realizing the tremendous reduc¬ 
tion in the draught horse population 
in Canada and their province, some 
months ago contacted the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
pointing out that if the present rate 
of decline continues for six or seven 
years, Canada would find herself | 
without any draught horses unless 
something was done to stimulate pro¬ 
duction. 

The breeders asked the Dominion 
Government to purchase an outstand¬ 
ing Percheron stallion and place him 
in the province of Alberta, for use 
on pure-bred mares, the object being 
that breeders could produce some top 


young stallions for future use in the 
horse industry of the province. Word 
has just been received that the De¬ 
partment of Production Services, Ot¬ 
tawa, had bought the seven-year-old 
Percheron stallion, Koncarhope from 
,the Lynnwood Farm, Carmel, In¬ 
diana, U.S.A. 

The stallion \krtll be held at the Do¬ 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, until the .breeding season 
starts. Alberta breeders will then 
have to take charge of the horse, 
anij present arrangements are that 
he will stand for service on a Perch¬ 
eron breeder’s farm close to Calgary 
from April 15 to June 1, to start the 
season.

ROARIN’ GAME 


Generating Plant 
At Vermilion To 
Serve 42 Districts 

EDMONTON. — The $1 million 
steam generating plant of Canadian 
Utilities Ltd. recently opened at Ver¬ 
milion, will serve 42 communities in 
• northeastern Alberta, through 510 
' miles of transmission lines. 

Turbines and boilers in the plant 
were used during the war on navy 
destroyer escorts of Canadian and 
U.S. ships. 

| The plant will have an aggregate 
of 10,000 horsepower, and will rank 
as the fourth largest steam plant in 
Alberta. A large part of the load 
will be from the oil wells in the Ver¬ 
milion, Lloydminster and Blackfoot 
areas. Two units each of 2,500 horse¬ 
power are in operation and the other 
two are expected to be ready by 
June. 

Company officials say the company 
now has 6,000 customers served by 
the Vermilion plant. It has capacity 
to handle 10,000 customers, many of 
whom are expected to be farmers. 


LEAD—A lowly person, 
SECOND—A mere man, 

THIRD—A gentleman 
AND SKIP—An ideal curler 

The following are the duties of 
the various members comprising an 
average rink of curlers, as outlined 
by an expert: 

The Lead—A Lowly Person 
This is a very lowly person who 
throws the first pair of rocks. He 
is supposed to thank the Diety once 
a day in his prayer that he even 
exists, let alone being allowed to play 
at bonspiel time. All curlers have 
served this period of apprenticeship 
and it is a remarkable fact that 90 
per cent, of them have never served 
long enough. He always addresses 
the skip as “Sir” and the third man 
as “Mr.” This lead person is ex¬ 
pected to see that the four pairs of 
rocks belonging to his rink are on 
the ice and cleaned five minutes be¬ 
fore the game starts. He must do 
no less than 75 per cent, of the 
sweeping; he is expected to keep the 
skip supplied with cigarettes, and at 
bonspiel time to purchase at least 
one bottle of Scotch essence per 
diem. This is to be consumed by 
the rest of the rink and the skip of 
the rink defeated that day, just one 
drink per defeated skip. He is not 
even allowed over the hog line. His 
curling must be perfect or he is 
blamed for the loss of all games in 
which his rink suffers defeat. He 
may tell the second what he thinks 
about the skip, but no one else. After 
many years he becomes a skip if he 
survives the sarcasm of his asso¬ 
ciates. 

The Second Player—"Merc” Man 
This person is but a degree remov¬ 
ed from the lead. He is expected to 
do 15 per cent, of the sweeping. He 
also, as the lead, is expected to keep 
the skips supplied with cigarettes 
and the third man with matches. He 
must on all occasions get the rock 
he is to pick out otherwise he is 
blamed for loss of games. His chief 
duty is to see that the lead does not 
forget to purchase the bottle for the 
day, and in case of emergency, to 
assist the lead in financing the pur¬ 
chase of this ajticle. He is the one 
who is allowed to insult the lead, the 
third and skip considering it beneath 
his dignity to address either of them 
n conversation except to ask, 
‘Where’s the bottle?” 

The Third Player—A Gentleman 
This gentleman is in a class by 
himself always. He could skip the 
rink, in fact he always could skip 
it far better than the skip doing 
the job now. He assumes an air of 
superiority over all the leads and 
seconds and of more condescension 
to his skip. He does the remaining 
10 per cent, of thq sweeping. He 
holds the broom for the skip to 
shoot, and invariably tells the skip 
that he should have tried the shot 
he, the third man, had chosen and 
not the one he, the skip, had just 
missed. He is the person who uses 
the chalk for putting up all points 
made by his side (if any). He then 
gives the skip the occasional cig¬ 


arette, lends him a match and gives 
him a lot of unsolicited advice and 
generally embarrasses and befuddles 
the skip as much as possible so that 
when the game is lost he can say 
with some apparent justification that 
he should be skipping. This is the 
highest compliment you can pay a 
third man, that he should be a skip. 
They admit it always but they labor 
on as if Waiting to take the game out 
from under sad defeat. 

The Skip—An Ideal Curler 
His chief delight and happiest ex¬ 
pectation is to have the privilege of 
putting on guards with both his 
rocks. This privilege is always de¬ 
nied him. He has to knock out shots 
when he can only see an eyebrow. 
He must draw onto the button, mak¬ 
ing it by eighths of inches. He must 
play a runner shot and draw the 
next. He must take out four rocks 
with one shot and then lay one on 
the button and generally make him¬ 
self useful, knowing that if he wins 
his rinks get the credit and if he 
loses he alone bears the blame. He 
must have the patience of Job and 
the aggressiveness of Napoleon, 
must never complain or he will be 
classed as a poor sport.—From The 
Lethbridge Herald.
